Using only official German sta- 
tistics and reports of Nazi doctors and scien- 
tists, Dr. Gumpert reaches the conclusion that 
six years of Hitler dictatorship has wrecked 
the physical and mental health of the German

If relief does not come, Dr. Gumpert be- 
lieves Germany “faces the prospect of a col- 
lapse much more dreadful than that of 1918.” 

Official German statistics, cited by Dr. 
Gumpert, show a rising mortality rate and a 
fecundity index far below pre-Hitler levels. 
Mortality rates, it is shown, are exceptionally 
high in the 1-to-15 and the 20-to-45 age 
groups and in the larger cities. 

“Body-crippling rickets,” it is stated, “shows 
an appalling increase in Germany. Youthful 
criminality is more widespread than ever be- 
fore. Exploitation of child labor is permitted. 
Ninety per cent suffer from flat feet. The 
working capacity and military serviceableness 
of the youth of Germany has sunk to a dan- 
eerous low.”

To Talk Before 


UC. @G  Parlin’s 
Query Was ‘Do You 
Like Oranges?’ 


Many years ago the question: 
“Do you like oranges” was asked 
representative people in = small 
Villages all over the United 
States. And that, folks, was the 
birth of the science of gathering 
public opinion such as Dr. George 
Gallup employs to predict the re- 


sult of presidential elections days 
and even weeks before the actual 
voting. 

The man who ¢esked the orange 
questions, C. C. Parlin, is in At- 
lanta to lecture at 12:30 o'clock 
this afternoon before the Atlanta 
Ad Club at Rich’s tea room. 

Parlin started commercial re- 
in 1911 for a_ publishing 
company: and now he thinks it is 
“as endless in opportunity as life 
itself.” 

Newspaper readers are still 
Startled by the accuracy of Dr. 
Gallup’s polls—sample opinions 
gathered by his organization over 
the nation. His work, though, is 
only an expansion of the job Par- 
lin began years before the World 
War. 

Parlin’s company wanted to 
know whether there was a sale for 
oranges in rural sections and small 
towns. Therein was born the first 
house-to-house opinion § survey. 
Subsequently, Parlin’s research 
went all the way to sounding out 
the opinion of wives on their hus- 
bands’ insurance Policies. 

Bigger than that, however, was 
the survey of the automobile in- 
dustry he undertook in 1913. Par- 
lin found people wanted ears. 
wanted closed cars, and wanted 
them inexpensively. Much of his 
nformation was used by the ex- 
panding industry. Today most of

his predictions for the industry 
have come true. 

“The only two big things we 
didn’t foresee in 1913 was the gas 
tax to be spent in building roads, 
and the long-time payment plans,” 
he remarked. 

His commercial research was 
done to enable industry to use ad- 
vertising to help solve its prob- 
lems. Since 1920, hundreds and 
thousands of companies and agen- 
cies, colleges and pi 
instituted similar 
searcn.
